It was charge,! that Lord Kitchen- 
er permitted the body to be Hung into 
the Mill, Jast as Oordoa'a body had 
haan traatad, aad that tha head of 
the sneeeeaor of Maboaat bad been 
shipp4d to England. The charges 
.innised all England and Lord Kitch- 
ener WHS Mrrely troubled. .At this 
Juncture Burleigh came to Lord 
Kitchener's defenxe. declared that 
the magailne article was a tissue of 
falaahooda and prodaaad proof that 
khalifa's tomb had not baaa disturb- 
ed. Tha attacks on Lord Kitchener 
died down and Burleigh received the 
thanks and renewed friendship of 
the "correspondents' enemy."

The derrtab olBeer wore 
oTer a gaily colored silk gfbba a coat 
of mail, exactly like those worn by 
the Crusaders. A helmet of shining 
steel, with a bar extending dow)i 
over the nose and guards Of steel 
chains over his shouldara, added to 
the noTelty of the maa'a, uniform. 
Although man and horse lay prost- 
rate, tba position of tha rldar and the 
mount was so natural that Lord 
Kitcliener suspeiied a trap and halt- 
ed at some disl.iiiee. At that mom- 
ent the Mohainad's eyes o],, iie<l and 
rested full upon the bronzed hand- 
some Lord Kitchener.

W'ashington.June 27 — N'l w dimes. 
I quarters and half dollars will make 
their appearance Saturday. Secreta- 
ry of the Treaaury McAdoo has put 
tha inal ataap oC approval upon 
tbem and tha now aolna will ha put 
Into circulation at ohee. 

The Treasury claims for the new 
coins that they are more artistic 
than those now In use, and Secreta- 
ry McAdoo is hopeful that they will 
acquire aa maeh popularity as did 
tha Lincoln penny, which gradually 
is driving tha American Indian from 
one of hii laat stamping grounds. 

Under the law the Secretary of 
the Treasury is permitted to c'liango 
the designs of coins every twenty 
years. The lives of the prestnt l'>, 
35 and. 60 cent pieces have reach el 
thla sUge. 

Secreury McAdoo has bad under 
consideration for several weeks the 
ma tier ef permitting publication 
of the new desifins, but has learned 
from Controller ol the Tieiii^ury W.ir- 
wick that the law proliil)its repro- 
duction of the full or part of the de- 
!>lgns, and the American people will 
have to got aoqnalntad with them 
through tha banlu. •
